PKTIXION. 

A petition from settlers on Matsqui 
prairie, coinplniiiing that E. L. Derby had 
failed to succeaBfully drain tho land from 
the overflow of the Kraaer; that aaaeaa- 
\ meDts by him upon the settlers had beoii 
iipaid, though th»! li\nd.« remain undyk- 
ed, and praying that an act be passed to 
repeal the 41 Vict. chap. G, under which 
E. L. Derby obtained his right to levy up- 
on said settlers, was read and received. 

Bill intituled "An act to ostabliah liana 
in favor of niechunics and others," intro- 
duced by Hon. ^Ir. Duck, was read a first 
tima. Second reading on Monday. 

Mr'. Beaven asked whether the returns 
furnished in rnsponse to his motion re- 
specting sale of lota at Jiinius Hiiy, and 
the proposed transfer to tliu Victoria cor- 
poration of the BuBticn Square, were cor- 
rect. 

Hon. Mr. Sniithe said the question was 
■ioiply an impertinence. The rettirnshad 
been furnished from the usual sources, 
and 80 fttr as he knew vpere orrect. If an 
inacaurucy existed he hoped the honorable 
gentleman would point it out. 

The Speaker had some dilliculty in com 
pelling honorable meuibtra, who rose to 
apeak on the subject, to keep order. The 
question bad been sufficiently answered. 
After this rniini; another honorable mem- 
ber arose, but the speaker was firm and 
declined to allow the irregular debate to 
proceed. 

QDESnONM. 

Mr. John asked: Have the government 
appointed a C()niini^si(jner to represent the 
provincial guveriiinont iil the colonial ex- 
hibition to bu held in London this your; 
and, if so, who, and at what salary, if any 1 

No. The aguni-gentrdl will represent 
the provincial government at the colonial 
exhibition to beheld in L indon at the be- 
ginning of this year. Capt. Chi t mden has 
buen authorized liy the provincial secreta- 
ry to act only so tar us Indian curioeities 
and relics are concerned. The appoint- 
ment is solely honorary. 
^ Mr. John asked: Has Mount Douglas 
Reserve been mide over to the corpora- 
tion of Victoria; and, if so, for what pur- 
puses, and on wliut joiiditinnB 1 

Hon. Mr. Sinithe — Nu. It Ilis not been 
made over. 

Mr. John a»kud: What decision (if any) 
bias been arrived at as to the ownership of 
minerals in tho 20-mile belt, in dispute 
between the provincial and Dominion gov- 
ern ment.s ? 

Hon. Attorney General — No decision 
has Lieon iirrived iit. Tho minutes of coun- 
cil of tho two governments have been past 
on the subject, the last of which was in 
July last from this government. The pa- 
pers have beeh laid before the house. 

Sir. John asked— What was the total 
cost, of. the Metlakallah commission, includ- 
ing suryeys 7 

2. Did tbe Dominion government bear 
any~-';^drtion of the cost; and, if so, how 
much. 

AuKWor — Tho total co.st including Hurvoys 
waH §2,l.'!7.iO. The secretary of stato of 
Canada telegraphed on October 29, 1884, 
tiiat the question of expenses incurred 
would be fairly considered by the Dominion 
govisirnmeht. On .^uf;uBt 12, 1885, a minute 
of council yrae posted applying to the Do- 
minion government tor a refund of Iho ox- 
penaes, and such minute was duly forward- 
ed. -Ab yet no aii.-iwer has beon received, 
owing, I bolievo, to the ubsionco in Kugland 
of the uiinintcv to whoso department tho 
Indian aiVairs are attached. 

Mr. John askod — Has application been 
made to tho Dominion government for a 
refund to the proviuce of all exponsos in- 
' otirred iii tbe appeal caue against the Do- 
minlpniliquortlieapsq act; and, if not. is it 
the intention to do po? ■ 

Hon. Mr. Smilhe — No application has 
been made. It is not usual for tho courtx 
in any que.stiou of n public nature to award 
costs to either porty. If the decinion in 
this case had been adverse to the province 
I should not have expected tho Dominion 
government to have applied -Jor its ox- 
peuHoa. 

Mr. Semliij^ asked— How^mnny notories 
pubKoii.h5yd;iGbejiDii:appoin1ted-i under- the 
•*"IfiJtane8 act, 1884," and the omount paid 
into the pnblio revenae'nnder this act? 

Hon . Mr.jDHckTrlJwentjr. . : The amotint 



paid -into .the revenue on , this account wa.s 
$290.' ' 

Mr. Orr'aaked-"IsJt the intention of tho 
goYemment to' dlatiuotly' define the boun- 
daries of tho various districts of the prov- 
ince prior to the next general election? 

Hon. Mr. Smitbo — So far as I am aware 
theboundarica are di.stiuctly detlued by the 
couatitutiou act. 

Mr. Orr asked — Is it tho intention of tho 
government to introduce an amendment to 
tho laud act, to insure that the timber cut 
on timber lands leased or sold shall be man- 
ufactured in the proviucoV • - , 

Hon. Mr. Smitho— Tho lauds are only 
leased to mill owners in tho province. The 
govorumeut havo no authority ih the mat- 
ter of timber upon lauds sold. Tho Domiu- 
iou government might prohibit the export 
of iiawloga, but action in that direction by 
tho province would bo cuuutoil an interfer- 
ence with trade regulations and as uncon- 
stitutional. 

Mr. Orr aaked — Under what statute, or 
by whot authority, did the government ex- 
tend or promise to grant uu extension to 
tho lease of tho Hastiugs suwuuU company ? 

Hon. Mr. Smithe — Tho governuiunt have 
agreed to renew tho llastiugs sawmill 
company's lease aa to that porlioii of tho 
land uow held under lease by them which 
has been granted to the C. P. It. The mill 
company were notified that tho provisions 
of tbo laud act IHS-l, with referouco to lenso 
would have to bo complied with. Tho re 
has been no renewal nor agreement for 
renewal for any lease to any portion of the 
laud tho feo of whioh remains vested in her 
majesty.

Already an- 
swered. 4. Clausu 20, sub-section F. 5. 
Yos. 6. Tho lauds are administered ac- 
cording to tho provisions of tho land act, 
1884, 80 far as its proruiotiB are applic- 
able. ' - 

Mr. Orr claimed that the last question 
ho had asked had not been really 
answered. 

Hon. Mr Sraitheexplaiiiedthat thorohad 
as yet been no extension of lease. Tho gov- 
ernment had reserved the right to lease to 
the sawmill company that, portion of the 
land conveyed to the 0. P. R. in so far as 
the company were concurnod. Tliey had 
not yet got the lease and would not until 
they had complied with tho provisions of 
the land act. 

Mr. Semlin askod the attomoy-x^neral: 
Wus British Columbia represented before 
the privy council of England on the 
license question i It so, by whom, and 
what was tho cost connected therewith / 

Hon. Attornoy-Genoral — Tho province 
was represented by Mr. Drake. The cost 
Was SCd.O, being simply transit expenses 
and actual disbursements in London to 
solicitors and for telegram's. 

rUIVATK BIL1.S 

Resolved)that time for receiving private 
bills be extended to 3rd March. 

Bills entitled- "An Act lo inoorporalo 
the City of Vancouver, Vancouver Wa- 
terworks," were read a first time. 

Bill entitled "County Court J urisdic- 
tuiri Act Amendment," read a third time 
and passed. 

LANDS. 

Adjourned debate on assesamont cf 
lands in Victoria and Edquimalt district 
was discharged. 

PUBLIC ACCOUNTS. 

Hon, Mr. Smitho said that he thought 
tho printed public accounts up to datd re- 
quested would bo brought down, not as a 
partialj ;,but as a full return, in about 
three weeks' time. 

Mr. Beaven aaked if the accounts would 
be brought down in detail before the es- 
timates were conaiderod. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said the matter was 
in the hands of the house, and if it 
wished to tie its hand in such a way they 
could do so. It Kas not likely, however, 
that tho estimatos would be brought down 
before that time. He submitted that tht- 
resolution not covering all tho roturns 
should be withdrawn, or amended to rnaku 
itcom'plete. 

Resolution withdrawn. 

LAN'Dfi UOMMITTBB (aDJOCRNKD DRUATE ) 

Mr. Davie moved that roportora be al- 
lowed to copy minutes of tho proceodii ga 
from tinre. to time. This would obviate 
ihe necersity of question and answer 
boinf; taken down, as they wtre on the 
drydock question. Ho whs desiriMj; ot 
the proceedings being made public, and 
the same tima his motion would prevent 
reports being garbled. Seconded by Mr. 
Dingwall. 

Mr. Galbraith asserted that the min- 
utes would only give tho barest outline of 
tho proceedings. Ho did not know there 
was any scandal in the land dopartmont, 
but it was right tho public ahouid know 
tho nature of tho evidoiico. He favored 
reporters being admitted. 

Mr, Fooly said tho minutes of the meet- 
ings were vei^^Jul), -and- all 'documents 
formed part of'-th'b mitiutes'".* He had no 
objection to reporters being admitted, but 
thought tho minutes would bo sulhcient. 
Every question and answer requested to 
be put, down, -went upon, the minutes. 

Mr.' Boaven'aaid if the committee were 
empowered to admit tho reporters the lat- 
ter should bo allowed to take down ques- 
tions and answers if they chose. They 
ahouid either be admitted with tho dis- 
tinct understanding that they were to take 
.down questions and answers, or decide 
that they should not-b^A admitted. 

: Hod. Mr. Smithe hesitated to take any 
deoided:atand as to their admission, be^' 
oauici tne inquiry related to his off^n de-j 



partment; bat he could say that it wouiu 
be a new" departure. The proceedings of 
a cominitteo should bo first submitted to 
tho houao, and not lo an irresponsible 
press. When leader of tho opposition he 
had never demanded that reporters ahouid 
be adinmittod at committee meetings. 
Mr. Wilson had done so and he had ac- 
iiuiescod, as hud the then leader of tho 
guvornmunt (Mr. Walkem). If tho house 
desired that roporteia should be admitted 
it oould du 80. If they (repurter.s) ware 
required to take down quustion and an- 
swer tho proceedings would bo greatly de- 
layed. Ho would be sorry to see any one- 
sided report given to the public on evi- 
dence that had not 'been approved by a 
majority of the committee or brought be- 
fore tho house. 

Mr. Sonilin said tho proceedings of tho 
house were reported from day to day and 
no objuction made. The newspaper re- 
ports would freshen members' memories 
hy facility all'orded for reference to the 
ovidoncu taken. Ue Was in favor of re - 
porters being admitte'i. 

Mr. Dunsiniiir did not sco the uso of 
admitting irreaponsiblo people to take 
do.vn tho evidunco. By copying tho 
minutes tho |)ublic would got as much in- 
forniatiun as tho members. He should 
vote for Mr. Davie's amendinont. 

Mr iMai'tin would not object to repor- 
tora being present if ihoy did not publish 
their reports until after the commiltoo 
had reported to the house. 

Mr. Drake said the privilego cxtondod 
tn members in the house as regarded ex 
einptiin for slander for any statement 
nude on tho floor of the house did not 
extend to committee meetinna and tliuae 
proceodiims involving, as they soiiietimoa 
did, matters of a very peraonal character, 
might, if Dublishod in the newspapers, 
place members in a very serious posi- 
tion. If the house favored the reporters 
being admitted he should vote for tho 
amendment. 

Mr. (Jrant favored reporters being ad- 
mitted and allowed to repurt quustion and 
answer. It liad not been ahown that re- 
porters would impede the proceed- 
ings. Ue was satisfied that all 
of the reporters would give an 
impartial account of the proceedings. 

Hon. Mr. Robson could understand why 
the honorable member ahouid favor re- 
porters being allowed to givo their own 
vorsiona of the proceedings, and especial- 
ly because of the sCope afforded the op- 
position to make comments unon a possi- 
bly false version, and crowd the columns 
of their journal, whioh otherwise might 
bo diBicult to till. The opposition aaaumed 
that tho government wished to suppress 
enquiry, but tho contrary was tho case; 
tho fullest publicity wa.t courted. 

Mr. Allon aaid he wished to set himaelf 
right with regard to his vote. He 
thought any knowlodge should be com- 
municated to the public and thought that 
if the ovidenco wa.s given reporters by tho 
oommittoea it would serve every purpose. 

Mr. McTaviah did not favor either 
resolution or amendment, and thought no 
evidence ehould be given to the press bo- 
fore first being submitted to the house. 
Tho Committee ' r govurnment had no 
power in tho matter, it lay ultogethor with 
the house. Ho would move in amend- 
ment that "no reporter bo adfnitted to 
ony committee of this house" 

This was ruled out of order at that 
stage of the resolution. 

After further diaoussion Mr Dunsmuir 
moved the adjournment of tho debate. 

Mr. Heaven called attention to the fact 
that the honorable member for \''ict()ria 
city who moved tho aineiidmeiit had 
already apokou and therefore his amend 
meet was out of order. 

iMr Upoaker said that if his attention 
had boon called earlier to tho matter he 
would have ruled tho aniendiiiont out of 
order, but it would be manifestly unf.iir 
to every meiubcr of the houao if .such was 
now dono. 

In speaking to the adjournment of the 
debate, Hon. Mr. Smithe said that the 
honorable member for Victoria district 
had struck the right note. No evidence 
taken before u committee should be t;iveii 
to the press before it was first submiLted 
to the house. Reporters were admitted 
to tho sittings of the dry duck committee, 
but after a few days they scarcely visited 
tho committee room. Personally ho had 
no objections to tho reporlera visiting the 
cotnmitteos' sitting?, but he did not care 
about HacriQcing the privileges of tho 
house for the purpose of giving news- 
papers matter before it was aubmittod to 
the house, and thus allowing newspapers 
to pre"ent a yarbled repurt. 

Ml-. Cialbraith said the honorable leader 
changed his views — ho had favored the re- 
porters being admitted to tho eoinmittee and 
uow he opposed them. 

After c-ousiderablo Jiscua.^iou on various 
points, Mr. Diuisiuuir withdrew his motion 
to a'djouru the debate, and tho apoaker put 
the question whether tho words moved be 
stricken out remain part of the question. 

This wos negatived on the following di- 
vision :

The amendment ot Mr. T. Davie was pwt 
and carried by a vote of 18 to 0. 

Tho words "including tho evidence" were 
added to the amendment, and the resolution 
carried. 

Mr. Sjioakor sold that as ho was respons- 
ible for the publication of the votes oud 
proeeedingH of the house, ho was also re- 
spon.sible for the proceedings of tbe special 
coiuniitteo. |[o woulil iisk tlie chairman to 
follow strictly the coursa pur.suod by the 
drydock committee and report to the house 
from day to day, and that tho pajiers must 
publish tbo whole of tho evidence — they 
cannot leave out any jiortion. Theminutea 
to be bnly^givea'to the- reporters' after tho y 
had'been approved by the committee". 

Mr. Pooley,aa chairman of tho commit- 
tee, aaid ho would follow hia suggestions 
;!o would also request, cjnsidoring the 
large work, tluit a stenographic clerk be 
engaged to assist tho committee. 

It was understbod that the speaker 
could grant this if he was requested to 
do so. • ■ 

House then adjourned,

TBF'FORT SIMPSON LANDS. 

The Qvoninc organ ol tbe"'Btaf;natioii 
party in referriiii; to what it calls the 
"Port Simpann Land Steal," chiiri^oa tlui 
government with having violatod ii aacrod 
oath of office, with haviiia' tried to place 
— .OIl.^-»->'8Ubordinato oBicor's shouldora the 
"blatne of, having failed, through inadver- 
tenCB, to porform a departmental duty; 
and with ba4 Rraca it pretends to contrast 
' the conduct of a former chief commission- 
er when another departnioiital ofBcor had 
made a grave niiatako in an eatiinato of 
the quantity of comeiit ro(}uired for the 
dry dock which led to aerloua roaults 
Nothing could be more absurd or further 
from the truth than the position taken by 
the Times on all three points. Where is 
the violation of the ohth of office ? The 
evidence taken by the select comniiltou 
three year's aj;o, clearly ahowa that the 
chief commiaeionei had no coinniunicution 
with anyone other than two colleagues in 
the ministry and the survoyor-gonoral 
with reference to the matter. The n[)pli- 
oation was first liiade to the 8urveyor-<,'en- 
eraj who, finding a reserve upon the land, 
asked tho chief commiaaioner whu'.lier 
it was likely to be roinored or not. The 
commissioner being new to the oilico, and 
being uninformed about the matter, as 
tho reserve had never been published, na- 
turally uaked why the reserve had been 
put on, and was told by the surveyor- 
general that he believed it was because, at 
the tiino, the Indian reaorvo had not been 
located in that vicinity. Tho coinmi.iaion- 
er, moreover, asked the surveyor-general 
whether he knew of any reason "vhy the 
reserve shoald be longer inaintainod. That 
officer replied that he knew of none, and 
the commiaainnLT naturally said then he 
would recommend to the u.xecutive the 
lifting of ihe reserve, which appeared to 
be no longer necessary to bo maintained 
Was there any breach of honor there j 
Was there any violation of au^ n'ath of of- 
fice ? Certainly nut. The pmviDctal secre- 
tary was riifht when ho said that the whole 
thing was nothing more or less than tho 
same small departmental error which, to 
exactly the same extent, had been made 
in J,879, when tho ordor in council putting 
on the reserve had not been gazetted. The 
BUrveybr-generat gave in his evidence that 
he would, in the ordinary routine of his 
office, attend to the Gazette notices being 
published, and he stated that the non-pub- 
lication of tile Mulice in that instance was 
a simple oversight, conaoquent on the 
largo amount of office work uu hand at the 
time. Is the bare statement of these facts 
an attempt to ^hirk respaasibility ? So far 
from ''any attempt at placing the onus, if 
there had been any, on anybody's aboulders 
the chief oommissionor in his evidence three 
years ago distinctly stated that he assumed 
all responsibility. In this reHpect hi.s con- 
fidence was in marked contrast with that of 
the government when the drydoek scandal 
was tho subject of redhot discussion in the 
legislature and tho stagnation party wore 
kept in tl.eir seats by the casting voto of 
Mr. Spesnor Williams, who nned to decide 
the - mo^t uiomeutons questions with the 
word", '■! vote for the government." Then 
yvlaen the helplesa iucoupetance of the gov- 
ernment was shown by the members of the 
drydoek committee, the daily, almost hour- 
ly, cry was "I could not help it; I am not 
an engineer; I know no more about building 
a dock than I do about surgery." The less 
said about the drydoek muddle and tho gov- 
ernment assuming responsibility the better 
it will bo for the organ and the rump of that 
disorganized party which brought this fair 
province into a plight so pitialjlo that the 
electors nt the polls routed it — foot, dra- 
goons and artillery. It happens that tho 
drydoek evidence was printed and can bo 
tamed up, for althoughibe Beaven govern- 
ment, ashamed of the record it presented, 
Buppresaed it so long as they held tho reins, 
it was ordered by the present legislature to 
be brought to light again and bound in tho 
sessional papers so that posterity might see 
Low the stagnation party did things when 
they were in ollice. 



A NEFARIOUS ATTEMPT. 

During the diacu.ssion of tho roaolution 
on Wedneaday calling upon the Dominion 
g;overnmont to open the lands along the 
railway belt, Mr. Grant and other mem- 
bers of the opposition announced thoir 
intention of voting for the measure, and 
Mr. Beaven, loader of the oppjaition,had 
m^d'e no mention of oppoanig it, when 
Mr. T. Davie, tho second member for tho 
city, ruse and said that there was an im- 
portant phase of this subject which the 
opposition had not alluded to, and did not 
appear to consider, hut which no rauat be 
fully informed of before ho could vote for 
the resolution. The resolution seemed to 
concede the right of the DoniiQion gov- 
ernment to all the lands in tho railwsy 
belt, whereas tho 11th clause of the tornia 
of union entit'od thorn only to the eauio 
extent of land as was act apart for railway 
purposes in tho Xurthwest territory and 
Manitoba. Such being tho case, before 
the huuae could intelligently volo 
upon tho roaolulion they must bo 
informed of tho quantity of land set apart 
in the N. \V. T. and Manitoba. Mr. (Jrr, 
member for New Westminster diatriot, in- 
terrupting, said that in the places nam v)d 
only alternate blocks had boon set aside 
Another opijosition member, Mr. H.olgo- 
sen, not yet understanding the point matlu, 
supported the resolution and wished to see 
it carried at once. Mr. Beaven contend- 
ed that owing to a ditforence between tho 
railway lands uct of 1880 and clauaa 2 of 
the settlement act the whole of the lands 
along the railway belt had been surren- 
dered to the Dominion government, and 
that this province had consequently no 
claim on any of them He alao claimed 
that he had pointed out this (as consider- 
ed) fatal differencu at tho time of the pas- 
sage of tho Settlonient act of .1884. Now 
we have carefully perused the tiles of the 
oppoaition organ of that period and al- 
though Mr. Beaven is very fully rop{)rted 
(indeed, ho ia believed to have reported 
it himself) in tho arguments which ho ad- 
vanced against the aottlomont bill, on the 
13th, 14th and 18ih December, 1883, not 
a word appears to have been mentioned 
by him upon tho subject matter debated 
on Wednesday last; and, so far as we recol- 
lect and can gather from the debates, 
the 'question of tho quantity of 
lands to which the Dominion government 
are entitled along the' belt was never 
raised m the house until Wednesday. 
Mr. Grant said he remembered Mr. 
Be&ven having spoken to hjni on the 
subject. If so, how was it that Mr. 
Grant and others had no euggestiotia to 
mako when they announced thoir inten- 
tion of voting tor the resolution ? Tho 
attorney general and mombors of the gov- 
ernment demonstratediolflarly;; enough the 
fallaoy'bf Mr. }BB'aTeh'B 'cibntentto'ni and 
showed that the settlement act gsivi^no 



more land than did the terina of Uniou; 
but agreed that the iiuoation raised by 
tho second member for tlte city .i.s to the 
possible eflect of the resolution was a 
matter for serious ooQkideration, and, 
conaequontly, the debate "was adjourned. 
Last evening tho opposition t)rgan, envious 
of the point which its party omitted to 
mako, and which an independent mem- 
ber of the house was tho first to raise, 
resorted lo a column and a-half of its ac- 
ouslomed stock of abuse and miare- 
presentation. If, as now claimed by 
the Times, Mr. Beaven all along 
know of tho right of the province 
to claim i)lteniate sections, how did it hap- 
pen that that geutleuiHU and his sick parly 
never uiado a i)roiiiiiK-nt point of it until 
moutioned by 111. Theodore Davie V and 
how does Mr. Beaven reconcile the knowl- 
edge of his party and their organ of tho 
existence of tho right with his statenioiit in 
the house that all the laud had boi^u sur- 
rendered to the Donuuion? and, agniu, how 
is it that Mr. Beaven did not enlighten his 
followora upon tho subject? and how is it 
that never 11 word upon the question was 
mentioned by tho opposition organs, 
tho Times or Standard, until yr. Davie's 
utterances? 'Wo challenge the opposition 
organs to produce one paragraph in proof 
from Mr. Beaveu'sspeuehes or from leading 
articles in any newspaper before last even- 
ing. 

.1 LAUGHABLt! INCIDENT. 

One of tho fiumiost i'[>isod'ts of the pres- 
ent session occurred on NVeiliu-sday. .^tr. 
T. Davie began om- of his ' tr.iLishu'ont 
spoeclu'S thus; 

"There was an important phase of this 
subject which the wateli-ilogs of tho public 
(tho opposition) had uot alliuli-d to, and 
did uot appear to consider, bat which he 
must bo fully informed of before he would 
vote for the resolution." 

Mr. Grant in replying to Mr. Davie para- 
lyzed the oppositiouand convulsed tho gov- 
ernment aide of the house by saying: 

"The honorable second iu<'iiibt>r for tho 
city had spokuu of tho opposition, wluuu he 
termed 'wntch-dogs'.not doing th'-ir duty, 
but ho nuKSt re])ly that a good watch -<log 
can never bo made out .)f a cur." 

Tho reader will observe that the only 
possible inference that can be drawn from 
this unhappy remark oi tho Cas^iarllaL'nlbtr 
is that the opposition sre "ours" and can- 
not be espeoted to make efficient "watch- 
dogs." Th'e look that stole across ^Ir. 
Beaven's vi.-tage at this ridionlotis "bull" 
(dog) was pitiful to behold. He looked as 
if someone had kicked him in tho roiir. 
.Mr. (ralbraith dove beneath his 
desk and bobbnl up a uiinuto 
or two later with a very "sick"-ly smile 
flitting across his lips. Mr. McLeeae trioil 
to crawl up the stovepipe; but his bulk 
prevented him getting beyond tho tirat 
joint and he gavo ic up and glared at a 
Daldheaded man in tlio gallery as if he 
intended to thra-h him. Mr. Soiniin 
disappeared behind his huge nuiatach'' mid 
wished himself aafu at homo, llaiis Hel- 
gosen atudod the anatomy of a dried tly, 
wliicli he protended to diacovor in ;i orack 
of the gallery; and the inoinber for Uas- 
eiar, under tho impreaaion that ha had 
said somothiiii; very clever, sut down and 
scribbled off an item of hin Imn uh>f fur 
tho Times. Tho ell'ect i-f the "liuU" was 
intensely amusing, and the occupants of 
the galleries laughed until their sides 
ached. 

PROPOSED ROAD TO THE MINES. 

IMr. Henry Nicholaon, recorder of 
Granite creek, ia the bearer of a pu'.iti.Tii 
from the people of Hope and Granite 
Creek praying for the construction of a 
wagon road from tho end of the Hope 
wagon road to Semilkanioon, a di.shvnco 
of forty miles, through a favorable coun- 
try. The wagon road from Uope ia twenty- 
five milea in length. It was built by tho 
sappers and minora in 18U0. '! hoso men 
"builded wiser than they know." The 
road was designed to tap the trade of tho 
Hemilkameen valley gold diggings. When 
the twoiity-tive miles had been nmdc! tho 
gold diggiii;;a failed and wore deserted, 
and it was deemed unwiae to c(jntinue tho 
road. Had the work been prosecuted to 
the end it is not improbable ihat the 
Oranito Creek difging-f, which bid f.iir to 
attract 10,000 persona in the spring, 
would liavo boon discovered f.veiity tivo 
years earlier than they wore, and would 
have proved a bright gom in tho gidden 
crown of this province. Tho extension 
of the road to the Semilkameen will cost 
§30,000; but it will pruaerve for Victoria 
the immense trade of the promising new 
district, and is worthy the favorable con- 
aidoratioii of the govoriiinent.

Lo.sDov, Jan. '.iO. 
The thouglit.s of those connected with 
parliaiiR'nt have been tiiniod from Ireland 
to the new rules, which the government 
have iiiiido public. Thoj- constitute by fur 
tho most comprehensive code of proceduro 
that has ever been authoritatively anb- 
mitted jjto tho bouse. They will recBBt 
tho entire business, and in a very business- 
like manner. They alter the hour when the 
house baa to assemble, and the season of 
tho year when it has to bo in session. In- 
stead of meeting at l o'clock, and sitting on 
till two, threi-, iind Homctinios four the next 
morning, the house. is iu future to meet at 
two, adjourn at sovoii, re-as-;uiiible at uino, 
and rise at midnight. 'J'his is (or four day.s 
of tho week. On the 'A'ednesday it will 
sit, as usual from twelve till ai.t. This ia a 
most sensible arraiigi-nient. At jireaent. 
tho house does not got fairly to work till 
half-jJiist four. It is iu full operation until 
about seven, at which tinio tho members go 
to dinner; and for nearly throe hours after- 
wards little useful business is done. De- 
bates that are practically exhausted are 
often kept goiny iluring tliis interval juat 
beciuiso proniiiK'Ut men don't cure lo .sjicak 
while the lieiu-lit -. are empty. liy the new 
arraiigeiiient a U-gitimato dinner hour will 
be provideil every night, ami tlie officers of 
the housf, as well as the members, will 
have an opportunity of - itiug their moat 
iu reasoiiabl, comfort. Tho proposal to 
close all iuiportuut discussions at midnight 
is equally, if not more, commendable, llulf 
an hour is to be allowed to wind up tho 
luoceedings, and no bnKiuoss is to betaken 
after halt past twelve; so that, even ou great 
division nights, mombors may, without any 
t,'reat ulVort, be al)lo to reach their homes 
before one o'eliick . This ia a prett) late 
himr, but the change will be a great im- 
jaovoment on the system that now iireviiils. 
'i'he house is not to bo kept in session dur- 
ing the hottest months of the year. Par- 
liament is to rise by the latter end of June 
or the beginning of July, and re-assembl« 
iu October. Only those who have to live 
through the summer mouths in Loudon, 
and do duty iu the atuffy, relaxing atmoM- 
jjhero of tho palace at Westminster, can 
realize the advantages of the alteration. 
But the changes in tho hours and seasons 
that tho house will sit are not 
all. The priuciple ul devolution 
is to bo carried much further than Mr. 
Gladatoiio'a rules carried it. All public 
bills that have been road a second time 
have to be referred to a select oomiaittee 
for tlie sollleineiit of details. The changes, 
when thoy are put into practical operation 
will largely increase tliu working power of 
p.irliament, thuv will in no aeiiae curtail 
the liberty of discussion, and thoy will 
greatly add to the comfort of both mem 
Iters and officials. Some 200 notices of 
billa and inotioiib have been givon by 
private lueinbera; and if Ireland, as a 
matter of course, has tho first place 
among tho subjects, beer ia not far oil 
from having the second. Several ineni-

Th« Kecent murder. 

The following e.ttvacts from a letter 
from a resident of Maple Bay will ahow 
the feeling in regard to the murder of 
Dring and Miller at Cowichan. Tho in- 
habitants are greatly excited over the 
affair, and a fooling of insecurity prevails. 
It is sincerely tiopod that the murderers 
will bo apprehended: 

Maple Bay, Fob. 17th, 1886. 

I am juat back from tho funeral of 
Dring and Miller Bring was hero on 
Saturday last and left about -1 o'clock for 
home. Ho muat have called at Miller's 
on his way homo aa when Mr. Tilly went 
down on Sunday morning he found theni 
both dead, each had a soup plate before 
him and spoon. Miller had fallen from his 
chair but Dring still aat in hia chair rigid 
and stiff, shot through tho head both with 
bullet and small shot, and hia head half 
severed from hia body. Miller was -shot 
through the heart with a bullet (both In- 
dian bullets) and olao shot in the abdo- 
men with small ahot and throat cut 
as per Dring. About tenyeara ago a man 
waa shot in the next cabin to mine about 
a quarter or half a mile from here. He 
had missed coming to dine with me ao I 
went up on the Monday morning to know 
tho reason when I fuuud him dead, shot 
through the heart. We afterwards found 
an Indian bullet in a log of the cabin in a 
direct line from tho door through hia 
body — the same in Miller's case. Tho ball 
that passed through his body, had come 
from the direction of tho dour, gone 
through one corner of the window, struck 
tho ground thirty feet from the window 
and lodged in a rail of tho fence thirty 
feet further on. The Indian whoin [ sus- 
pected of murdering Simpson was nuver 
examined, though 1 wiahoil it, the enquiry 
was burked, I considered, by the corouor 
A man named Ctirtia waa murdered aonie- 
tinio before that on Sail Spring Ishuid 
and although Mr. 8ampson, ex-conatable 
of the island, told tho nulhoritiea, and 
tells them yet, that he can [jroduco the 
murderer, an Indian suspected of more 
than one, yet nothing if done. Mr. 
Richardson was ahot in his cabin in Cbe- 
maiuus; an Indioii- was suspected but ho 
like the rest is at largo, and who can tell 
if these are their only viciiiua antl ho« 
many more they will kill. For every In- 
dian that you bear of beiug hanged you 
hear of ten white men being shot and 
hacked to pieces.

As [ havo resided in British Colum- 
l)ia for i.iiwaicla uf twenty-one yeara, and 
know souii-ihiiig of the province, I trust 
you will allow ina spaoo to dioient from 
this aa'sertion . When 1 first wont to Brit- 
ish Cokiiiibia, in ISOl, tho 4th of July 
was celobratoii lu a guiioral gala day, as 
«luito a third uf the inhabitants and inor- 
chants of Victoria in those days wore 
.■Vmericans; but "Independence Day" has 
luug'ceaaed to ho ubaerved as a holiday, 
aa there are not now half a dozon Arneri- 
oan merchatita in the place. iMy eiperienco, 
therefore, warrants mo in aayiug that the 
province is getting more and more British 
and Canadian every year; and as tho pre- 
pondoraiico of now-omiiers for a longtime 
past have been from Groat Britain and 
"Old" Oaaada, aoubtiess they will con- 
tiiiiio lo bo ao, especially now that thoy 
can get into the province by rail through 
British territory oil the way, thanks to 
the Canadian Pacific railway. 

iMr. Baillle-nrohnian's atatemeiit that 
"To-(l>t\j capitiil from San Francisco eni- 
plu_ve(l lu l)Uildiii;' ilio "Oily railway line 
on Vancouver L! oul .vi/ir/o/.^ i he vast coal 
fields of Ihitiah Columbia on_ Vancouver 
Island" ia not correct. There nro but 
two working oolliories en the island, viz., 
the Vancouver Goal and Lnud Company, 
and the WBllington collieries, and neither 
concerns are in any w-iy controlled by 
Americana or their money. The former 
havo their board of directors in London, 
and can aubhtaiitiato what 1 statu, if need 
be. Tlio littter collieries are exclusively 
wc-ked and owned by R. Dunsmuir & 
Sdiis, and although .Mr. Dunamuir, senior 
(a Scotchiiuin), in coiistructing the Island 
railway, is assi'ciatetl with some wealthy 
AmericiiiiB, they are in no way interested 
in the Wellington cdlieriea. Any British 
man-of-war is therefore free to load coal 
at any coul mine in the province without

It forcibly Htrike.s oiio that all this is very 
small talii, and there iiuial be aonio other 
purpose to aervo by it than tho matter of 
a hundred or two of acres of land as a na- 
val station. Do these gentlemen eupposo 
that if it ha.s boon (ieteriniued by thu im- 
perial authoritief! thiit a naval station ia 
necessary at Kiigii.sli Buy that that deter- 
niiimtiun v/ill bo changed because tho land 
required for it could not lie (jbtained from 
the local government and would have to 
bo piircliased from private parties. Et is 
perfectly ridiculous to suppose that naval 
rttaliona will only be established whore free 
graiiUs of land can be obtained for tho pur- 
pose. These stations will be located 
wherever thoy are deemed neccsaary, and 
no cons'deratioii about the cost of the land 
ia likely to influence their selection in the 
least. But why all thia fuss and feathers 
in the local house about this matter ? The 
patriots who are permitting their zeal to 
control their judguiiiiil might have alluw- 
od the naval autlioritiea to take the initia- 
tive in this matter. If thoy want land, let 
them ask for it, and if it is in tho hands 
of private parties, let them purchase it. 
It is surely not neccHsary that land should 
remain unoccuniod indefinitely beosuae it 
inigliL be nniuired as a ii;ival station. That^ 
is patriotism run mad. The lime thoy are 
wasting talkini; about this uaval roaervo 
business would du mure than purchase it 
if the land had been all sold. The«e very 
/.uoluus gentlemen had butter leave the 
matter to the naval autlioritiea, reating 
satisfied that wherever and wheiiovor a 
naval atatitm is recpiired it will bo put 
there. They will be doing the country 
find their constituents more service by at- 
tending to those matters which mure im- 
uiodiately concern them.

Tlie terrible tluiig(?oiis of the 
fortres.sof .St. Peter and St. Paul are 
oveillowiiig 'vith prisoners in spite of 
i-t!Cfiu exti'iisivc di-pnrlatio!is to Sibe- 
ria. 'I'lie Czar is furious because Switz- 
erland still permits political refugees 
to find u safe retreat within her bor- 
ders. The llussian Minister at Berne 
lately endeavored to call the Swiss gov- 
ernment's attention to this niutter, but 
was j)roin])tly and politely snubbed for 
hi.s temerity by the foreign miiii.'itir of 
the plucky little rejiubli-j. The Czar's 
representatives at Paris was more suc- 
cessful in a similar efibrt. It having 
become known that France intended to 
extend amnesty to Brczowsky, who 
tired at the late C^ar in Paris some 
yenr.s ago, a protest against such action 
was entered by Baron jMolirenlieiin, the 
llussiuu ambassador, who intimated 
that "at the present raooient" it would

the St. Petersburg police, have juat 
come to light. The conspirators were 
discovered three months ago, but were 
allowt-id to go on. Tho police, among 
oilier di.scoverie.H, found a false "jirncla- 
mation from the Czar," by which the 
plotters expected to stir up mischief. 
It vnM to have been published on Feb- 
ruary the I9th {old style), the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of tho liberation of 
the serfs and ran thus: — "My father, 
who now rests in God, freed the 
peasants from the bonds of slavery, 
but the nobles have annuUea the work 
of the great Czar. 1, Alexander III., 
sharing my father's love for the people, 
am now kept a prisoner in niy own 
palace by my nobles. To celebrate the 
liberation jubilee I give the land to the 
peasants. Let them rise against the no- 
liles and march on St. PetcrHburg to 
free their C/.ar from his inijirison- 
luent." 

liutidreds of thousands of these were 
to have been didributed. The capture 
of the Nihilists 10 days ago was ac- 
complished by strategy. Eighty agents 
in various disguises crL-jit into the pre- 
mises, and the place was tb^ftly sur- 
rounded by troops. Tlie agent then 
ruaiied into the porter's lodge, shouting 
"cQine and help me to tackle a drunk 
ard at tho corner of the street!" The 
porter, a suspected Nihilist, innocently 
rushed out leaving the entrance un- 
guarded. The force rushed in and after 
a hard tight captured the whole lot.

^ i- McLennan, oE tbe Brni of McLennan 
it Grant, who.liave uiulcrtaken to build 
the Hudson's Bay Itailway from Lako 
Winnii)eg to Hudson's Bay. 

"Nothing very special," replied the 
gond-natured agent, "only I know that 
^ every- m^D /n t)ii8 country is anxious 
~ _ _ to have the road built," 

"What do you think of the chances 
of its boinq built'!" 

"I think thjy are good, or I would 
not be here looking after it, and spend- 
ing time and money over tbe project." 
' "Do" you think the line will pay 
when buiUT* 

! "It cannot help but pay, and it must 

'"^be' built, as the country cannot do 
without this railway, as it is the natur- 
al outlet for all this great northwestern 
country as far south east as St. Paul. 
Winnipeg is 1,266 miles nearer Liver- 
pool via Hudson's Bay than via New 

: A York; Regina, 1,000 miles nearer than 
•■;''ViaNew York; St. Paul, 800 miles 
nearer via Hudson's Bay than via -New 
York, ao that the traffic run over this 
road could not be enorinou.s. Just take 
the wbeatproducediD M^iii'>o^^^'^'^ 
Cabiadian Northwest alone. Say that 
there are 50,000 farmers in five years 
from this date in this couijlry, and 
they Lavo an average of 50 acres under 
wheat and an average of "J.") bushels 
per acre. This would make 62,50O,O0u 
bushels. Now, suppose that making 
a safe calculation there would be 40,- 
000,000 bu!»hel8 surplus. This would 
take about 15 trains every working day 
in ohe year to export it. Let us say thiit 
farmers would get ton cents more per 
bushel for the surplus wheat than they 
do at jireHent. In Ove years from this 
date 40,000,000 bushels at ten cents 
would be §4,000,000 per year. In four 
years sufficient money would be saved 
by the new outlet to pay for the build- 
ing of the road from Winnipeg to the 
Hudson Bay, fully pquipjjed and in 
working order and a road in every re- 
spect equal to the Canadian Pacidc 
Railway." 

"What is your opinion of the navi- 
gation of the bay and straits'!" 
i- "Navigation in the Hudhon Bay and 
Straits exists for five months in the 
year, I fully believe, judging from every 
information I could pick up for the last 
ten years, from men who have passed 
winters there. We also know that the 
bay has been explored by small vessels 

■ that were not fit ' for that purpose. 
When there are uirge vessels suitable 
for that trade they can overcome dif- 
ficulties that aiJpc-ar now to stand in the 
wayj and I am fully salistied there are 
five months' navigation. I would not, 

; however,- be at all surprised if parties 
that find it to their interests, would 
not report too favorably of tbe prac- 
ticability of the navigation." 

"Do you think the money can be 
raised in England to carry out the 
workT' 

"Yes, I feel satisfied that the money 
win be raised and without any trouble 
eitherl" 

• -"Why do you think so?" 

"Because I occupy a position in con- 
nection with the scheme which enables 
me to make such a confident jiredic- 
tion. My position is such, however, 
that for prudential reasons 1 am unable 
to apeak." 

"Oan you f;ive me any information 
as to the character of thecountry and 
the probable cost of the work'!" 

"Yes, I could give you a great dea 
of information about Ijoth subjects, butl 
tbe contract is not signed yet, although 
in rapid course of preparation, and it 
compromise me if I were to tell all 1 
know now. You Kceit cost mo a great 
deal to obtain all the knowledge I have 
of tbe. route; and until 1 am in a safe 
position to talk ] do not think it would 
be advisable for me to do so, altliough 
I am pestered to death with questions 
in connection with the scheme. How- 
ever, I will promise to give you the 
benefit of my knowledge in these re- 
spects at the earliesc possible moment." 

"How- do you think the road, when 
built, will atlect the C. P. R?" 

"I think it would be a oenefit to that 
corporation. The traffic in grain, cattle, 
flonr, eta, coming from Minnesota, Da- 
kota, and Montana, carriedover all lines 
of railway north of &t. Paul would 
find its way to a large portion of the 
main lino of the C. P. R., and all its 
branches south of the main line. A few 
years ago some of the wi.so and unen 
terprising men and journals of the Do- 
minion, that never could see any good 
in the country, prophesied that the O. 
P. R. would not do enough business to 
pay for axle greasej and that it would 
cost the Dominion several millions of 
dollars a year to run it. Now the road 
is paying well; its stocks are going up, 
and in a few years it will be the best 
paying'^oad' in the country. The Hud- 
son's Bay Railway Company, with a 
country like this to back it up, can't 
help but be a , paying road."
